of scale insects have been rapidly 
increasing in Indiana the last two 
years. The past two niild winters 
have given the best conditions for 
these scale insects to live" through 
the 
winter and make a. rapid in- 


crease in numbers. Nearly all scale 
insects, especially San Jose scale, 
are controlled by a spray of liine 
sulphur or miscrible oil. Spraying 
must be <3one before the leaves coine 
out. When 
commercial liquid lime 


sulphur is used the dilution is one 
gallon to eight of water. In ease the 
powdered form is used not less than 
2 pounds to 5 gallon-of water should 
be used. Dilute miscible oils aeeoi-d- 
ing to directions -on package. 


The reason so niany fail to eon-5 


trol scale with these sprays is due to 
a lack of thoroughness in applying 
the spray, according to C. L. Burk- 
holder, of the horticultural 'staff of 
Purdue University. The entire sur- 
face iof the tree or shrub must be 
completely covered with the spray. 
In the case of trees it seems neces- 
sary to apply the spray first, say 
with the wind in the south and then 
go over the entire orchard again 
when the wind has changed into 
approximately the opposite direction. 
If this method is not followed there 
are sure to be strips and sections 
of the limbs which were not covered 
with the spray, this results in a 
bountiful supply of young scale in 
the early spring which quickly cov- 
ers the trees again and does serious 
damage before fall. It is much safer 
to go over the orchard twice with 
a change of rwind than to wait for 
a day theoratically'"without wind.

"The reason I find 
that testing is necessary each year 
is because with the modern method of 
testing, all ears that show disease 
and low germination can be discard- 
ed before planting time.

Experience of farmers and 
experiments carried out by experi- 
ment' stations indicate that the crop 
lias merit for this purpose, and that 
a bushel of beans will replace from 
3 to 5 -bushels of corn in the feed 
lot. 


- The large oil content of the soy 
bean is the only drawback against 
them as a substitute 
for tankage. 


The oil content makes "them less ef- 
ficient than tankage, although beans 
and corn are much better than corn 
alone. There are a number of oil ex- 
traction mills going in the state for 
the purpose of extracting oil for soy 
beans and producing soy bean meal 
which has a feeding value practical- 
ly equal to tankage. These mills will

his beans and will supply hog feed-
